Israeli planes attacked Egy p­ 
tian targets in the Su ez Canal 
zone and Arab gu errillas stru ck 
new blows Satu rd ay as d iplo­ 
mats sou ght means of achiev ing 
the cease-fire phase of the U S 
peace initiativ e approv ed by Is­ 
rael, Egy pt and Jad an. 
Amid ex pressions of hope and 
pessimism, the continu ing pat­ 
tern of war u nd erscaed the ob­ 
stacles facing d iplomats seeking 
a 90<lay breathing space that 
wou ld facilitate peace negotia­ 
tions. 
The Israeli military command 
in Tel Av iv said IsraeU planes 
hammered intermittently at fa- 
tifications and mortar positions 
on the Egy ptian sid e of the ca­ 


nal in the central and nothern 
sectors. 
In Cairo an Egy ptian military 
spokesman said grou nd and air 
faces were inv olv ed in an at­ 
tack mid way in the canal zone, 
bu t were d riv en back by antiair­ 
craft batteries befae they cou ld 
inflict any casu alties. 
The Israeli command d enied 
any grou nd activ ity , and said all 
planes retu rned safely . 
The Israelis said also that 
Arab saboteu rs blew u p a rail 
line near Khan Yu nis at the 
sou thern end of the Gaza Strip 
At the Shatti refu gee camp in 
Israeli-occu pied Gaza an Arab 
gu errilla tossed a hand grenad e 
at an IsraeU motorized patrol, 
wou nd ing two Arab child ren, 
the Israelis ad d ed .

Egy pt and Jord an earUa 
annou nced acceptance of the 
U S. proposal, mad e Ju ne 19, 
and the IsraeU cabinet v oted 
Frid ay to accept it also 
The U.N. m ed iata slated to 
su perv ise the poUtical setUe- 


ment taUu , Gu nnar Jamng, is 
d u e in New York Su nd ay night 
from his home in Swed en 
Arou nd mid week the Big Fou r 
powers which hav e been consid ­ 
ering the Mid east q u estion -the 
United States, the Sov iet Union, 
Britain and France—ex pect to 
hold an ambassad aial meeting 
at U N head q u arters 
U S officials hope to get the 
cease-fire u nd er way soon, bu t 
d ecUne to pred ict ju st what d ay 
it might take effect pend ing the 
ironing ou t of d etails.

keep the momentu m going on 
the interest now being shown by 
aU sid es in a permanent resolu ­

Acceptance of the U.S. plan 
has been d enou nced by most 
gu errilla grou ps. How to im- 
plent a cease-fire not recognized 
by the gu errillas presents a ma- 
j a problem. 
The Israelis said that on the 
bord ers with Lebanon and Jor­ 
d an the gu errillas Umited them­ 
selv es to isolated mortar, bazoo­ 
ka and light-arms fire. 
The Israelis observ ed one of 
their most hopefu l Sabbaths in 
three y ears in the wake of their 
gov ernment’s d ecision to accept 
the U.S. proposal.

U r u gu a y 
(AP) — The Tu pamaro u rban 
gu errillas stru ck again Satu r­ 
d ay , attempting to grab a beer 
factory ’s pay roll. T I^ seemed 
in no hu rry to negotiate the re­ 
lease of two foreign d iplomats 
they kid naped Frid ay . 
Fiv e men and a wonan, well- 
armed , broke into the home of 
the manager of the National 
Beer Factory . Their aim was to 
get him to open the safe at the 
factory , where a big pay roll was 
kept. Bu t the managa was ou t 
and while the Tu |:» maros wait­ 
ed the police arriv ed . After a 
gu nfight, the terroists escaped , 
police said . 
Gen. Antonio Francese, the in- 
teria minista, mad e the gov - 
anm ent’s 
first 
pu blic 
pro­ 
nou ncement since the kid naping 
of Dan A. Mithone, 5 0, a U.S. 
secu rity official, and Aloy sio 
Mares Diaz Gomid e, 41. the 
Brazilian consu l in Montev id eo. 
"The gov ernment has n(^hing 
to say abou t ex changing the kid ­ 
naped d iplomats f a political 
prisoners so long as the Faeign 
Ministry has not receiv ed an of­ 
ficial commu niq u e from the kid ­ 
napers,” Francese said in a ra­ 
d io interv iew. 
The gov ernment thu s snu bbed 
a letta sent Frid ay aftanoon to 
the newspaper El Diario. The 
letter d emand ed the release of 
an u nspecified nu mber of politi­ 
cal prisoners f a the freed om of 
Mitrione and Diaz Gomid e. It 
also said Mitrione u nd erwent 
emergency su rgery f a a chest 
inju ry apparently su ffered in 
the kid naping. To establish au ­ 
thenticity , the letter listed the 
serial nu mber of Mitrione’s 
watch.

Head q u arters also reported 
two battles in the northern part 
of Sou th Vietnam Satu rd ay . In 
those, a commu niq u e said , 30 
North Vietnamese were killed 
and gov ernment casu alties were 
light. 
The U.S. Command reported 
only one encou nter with the ene 
my — an attack by U.S. helicop­ 
ter crews on 12 North Viet­ 
namese sold iers near Hu e. The 
helicopter gu nners claimed six 
enemy d ead .

"If they came after a U.S. 
ou tfit, it wou ld take a greater 
amou nt of strength to cond u ct 
an offensiv e. So it’s a relativ e 
term. My ju d gment wou ld be 
they ’re ru nning the thing in 
Cambod ia pretty mu ch on a 
shoestring. 
"In terms of ammu nition su p­ 
ply , they ’re probably d oing it 
principally with small arms and 
with light mortars, stu ff that is 
easily transportable. And their 
ex pend itu re rates are not v ery 
high.”

Voters pick gubernatorial can­ 
didates in those two states, too 
and also in Kansas and Idaho— 
with Tennessee providing the 
featured contests. Democratic 
Sen. Stuart Sy mington faces 
weak opposition for renomina­ 
tion in Missouri, as do most of 
the congressional incumbents in 
the five states. 
Voters in Michigan. Missouri. 
Kansas and Idaho go to the polls 
on Tuesday ; Tennessee’s elec­ 
tion is Thursday . 
Gore, who has been busily 
campaigning against three chal­ 
lengers, is ex pected to defeat 
his main opponent. 
Hudley 
Crockett, 
former 
television 
newscaster who resigned as 
G6v. Quford Ellington’s news 
secretary to make the race. 
But the Republicans have 
picked Gore’s seat as one of 
their main targets in the GOP 
effort to wrest control of the 
Senate from the Democrats in 
November. The odds-on favorite 
to get the GOP assignment is 
U.S. Rep. William Brock, a 
House member for eight y ears, 
who is opposed by Tex Ritter, 
noted country singer, and J.D. 
Boles of Grimsley , Tenn.. a for­ 
mer used car dealer. 
In Michigan, Mrs Romney 
has shied away from using her 
famous last name, putting only 
“Lenore” on her campaign but­ 
tons and (wnitting her husband's 
picture from her campaign leaf­ 
lets. However. George Romney , 
secretary of Housing and Urban 
Development, flew from Wash­ 
ington to be with his wife for the 
weekend windup. 
Mrs Romney , a 61-y ear-old 
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grandmother of 15 with bustling 
energy , faces conservative state 
Sen. Robert Huber, 47, for the 
chance to unseat Democratic 
Sen. Philip A. Hart. Their race 
is rated a tossup. 
S<» ne ex perts say neither can 
beat Hart but the stakes are 
high fOT Michigan Republicans. 
A Huber victory could topple 
the power structure built by 
Mrs. Romney ’s husbaml when 
he was governor, since Gov. 
William T. Milliken put his lead­ 
ership on the line to get her the 
party ’s consensus designation 
last March. 
In his campaign literature, 
Hubo* has pounded away at 
Mrs. Romney ’s husband, long a 
political rival. And she recog­ 
nizes there may be a backlash 
from h ^ husband’s six y ears in 
the Michigan governix r’s chair. 
Milliken, meanwhile, has kept 
his own re-election campaign di­ 
vorced from Lenore’s as he 
moves toward an effortless re­ 
nomination in a primary contest 
with magazine publisher James 
Turner.

On the Democratic side, John

"Bad Trips" 
For Many 
At Festival

Hundreds of y oung people 
were treated for “bad trips’’ 
from drugs Saturday at the sites 
of two major rock music festi­ 
vals, includii^ the court-banned 
concert at Middlefield, Conn. 
The doct« * in charge of medi­ 
cal treatment of the y oung peo­ 
ple at Middlefield ex pressed 
alarm that a health crisis might 
ensue because of heavy drag 
use. An estimated 20,000 y oung 
persons gathered this week at 
the site, even though a court or­ 
der prevented any music. 
And at Wadena, Iowa, an esti­ 
mated 100 persons had been 
treated for drag effects by Sat­ 
urday morning at the site of a 
rock festival which, although 
banned by health officials, pro­ 
ceeded under a court order. 
M e a nw h i l e , y ouths also 
showed up in masses at Aix -En- 
Provence, France, even though 
the may or had banned the 
scheduled rock festival. The 
l» ’oni(rters decided to proceed, 
calling it a “prolonged concert’’ 
instead of a rock festival. 
“Whatever it calls itself,’’ 
said the may w, “this gathering 
<rf 
100,000 
persons 
remains 
banned.’’ 
And a rock festival was in its 
second day Saturday at Man- 
seau, Quebec. The music went 
into the early morning hours 
Saturday . 
Although hundreds of y oung 
people wo-e reported to have 
left the Powder Ridge ski area 
site of the middle “festival” 
Saturday , thousands of y ouths 
remained. Dr. William Abruzzi, 
the festival medical director, 
said the crowd was getting 
bored without music and drags 
were being used because the 
y oung people had “nothing else 
to do.” He said his medical 
team had treated “almost a 
thousand bad trips.” 


“That’s more than we had at 
Woodstock with 460,000 people,” 
said Abruzzi, who was medical 
director at the Woodstock festi­ 
val last y ear in Bethel, N.Y. 


A crowd estimated at “more 
than 30,000” vibrated to the 
electric rock music at Wadena. 
Several of the persons treated 
for drag effects were trans­ 
ferred to a hospital in Oelwdn, 
some 25 miles to the southeast.

NEW YORK (AP) - Follow­ 
ing the stock market for much 
of the past week might have 
seemed to the casual observer 
about as lively as watching the 
grass grow. 
Most of the key market indi­ 
cators wound up just about 
where they b ^ an the week. And 
in three of the five sessions, 
prices fluctuated within a very 
narrow range.

Death, Taxes, Smog 
Common To City Folk

It is said that there are two 
things every body has in com­ 
mon: death and tax es. Citizens 
of some of the world’s major 
cities have added smog to that 
list. 
The complaint was shared 
last week in Toky o—the hardest 
hit—New York, Atlanta and 
Washington, among other cities. 
Coughing New Yoricers lived 
under a dome of hot, moist air 
filled with trapped pollutants 
like sulphur diox ide and smoke 
shad. 
The meteorol(^ists said the 
heavy pollution, which caused 
May or John V. Lindsay to call 
the first state of a pollution 
alert, resulted from a tempera­ 
ture inversion. That means, 
they said, that the air just 
above the tops of Manhattan’s 
sky scrapers was just as hot as 
the air near the ground. The hot 
air above tra pp^ the hot air be­ 
low, permitting little air circula­ 
tion to cleanse away the pollu­ 
tion. 
To New Yorkers, it was like 
living in a grimy steambath. 
But New York was not alone. 
The same air conditions were in 
effect along much of the east 
coast of America. Baltimore 
went what officials describe as 


the “second phase of a four- 
phase” process leading up to an 
air pollution emergency . 
Atlanta and north Georgia 
went under an air pollution 
warning Tuesday . The State 
Health Department, which is­ 
sued the warning, asked indus­ 
tries not to overload or burn 
dirty fuel. It asked the general 
public not tq use their car and 
not to burn trash, particularly 
in downtown areas. 
Things weren’t much better in 
the nation’s capital. Tuesday 
authorities issued a smog advi­ 
sory warning people with respir­ 
a to r ailments to curtail their 
activities. But things improved 
enough by Thursday , for the ad­ 
visory to be canceled. 
Los Angeles, of course, al­ 
way s has smog. And last week 
was no ex ception. A health haz­ 
ard alert lasting nearly four 
hours Wednesday was called in 
part of Riverside County . 
Of all of last wedc’s smog-cit- 
ies, TcAy o was hardest hit.

legislation. 
Elarmariung a motwboat fuel 
tax for recreational purposes, 
regulation of sanitary facilities 
on private campgrounds, ex­ 
tending forest cropland partici­ 
pation beyond the present 25- 
year limit which soon expires, 
A system of scenic easements 
in metropolitan areas, clarifying 
the liabilities of landowners fw 
accidents, regulation of dams on 
private reservoirs (but not farm 
ponds) and allowing Missouri 
sportsmen to buy their rifles and 
shotguns in neighboring states. 
Stegner said an effcnt also will 
be made to get appropriations 
to match federal water pollution 
control funds—SExnething that 
failed in this year’s special ses­ 
sion fw lack of money.

Afghan Woman Represents Unique Marvel

KABUL, Afghanistan (AP) — 
Long, neat legs. Thigh-high min­ 
iskirts. Alfa Romeo sports car. 
An American career as a mod­ 
el. 
Mahboob Moosa has all these 
attributes, which almost any­ 
where else on earth would make 
her typically modem. 
But in the heart of her home 
’^nd, 
Afghanistan, 
Mahboob 
Moosa, 29, is a spectacular, 
dark-haired, liquid eyed, &-foot- 
10-inch example of the liberated 
Afghan woman. 
A dozen years ago, Mahboob 
and virtually all other women in 
Afghanistan wore the chaudhri, 
the tent-like purdah garment 
veiling them from all eyes when 
they walked the streets. 
\^en Mahboob now proposes 
to swim in a revealing suit in 
the resort Lake Kargah, five 
miles from here. Kabul society 
buzzes with gossip. 
Few other women would join 
her in the swim. Despite the 
emancipation of Afghan women 
in 1959, when King Mohammed

Elswood is one of 10 candi­ 
dates for two open seats in a 
four-county district that in­ 
cludes populous Salt Lake Coun­ 
ty- 
He said Friday his chances of 
winning are as good as any of 
the other candidates, but “ run­ 
ning is the important thing ” 
“ Many candidates lose sight 
of that,” he said. “ They become 
so interested in winning that 
they compromise what they be­ 
lieve in. 1 want to push my con­ 
servative philosophy.” 
Elswood said he wanted to 
run for the legislature, but the 
minimum age is 25. 
“ All students are supposed to 
be so intellectual and left- 
wing,” Elswood said. “ The hard 
hats supposedly are the only 
ones waving the flag. But that's 
not true 


“ 1 hate to see various groups 
saying they are speaking for 
students They’re not speaking 
for the students. They are 
speaking for themselves. I’m 
speaking for myself I’m shat­ 
tering their claims. ” 


Elswood said he believes 
“ most students are conserva­ 
tive. Conservative students have 
not made themselves heard, be­ 
cause they are not activists like 
the radicals.” 


Zahir Shah let it be known wom­ 
en no longer need wear the veil, 
most Afghan women continue to 
lead cloisted lives. Daring dress 
and the mixing of the sexes in 
public still is frowned upon. 
“ We like to dance, ” said Mah­ 
boob, whose name in Persian 
means “ my dear. ” “ So we are 
called wife swappers.” 
“ We ” is Mahboob and her 
husband, Dawood, 34, a darkly 
handsome, American-educated 
Afghan who belongs to the Ka­ 
bul Rotary Club and runs a 
thriving automobile agency. 
Married almost 10 years, the 
Moosas 
have two children, 
Elias, 5, and a daughter, Nazo, 
born last November. 
In the traditional way of Af­ 
ghan-arranged marriages, they 
had not met before they were 
engaged. They had seen one an­ 
other, however, and Mahboob 
said she had turned down sever­ 
al other men proposed by her 
parents before agreeing to mar­ 
ry Dawood. 
“ In the beginning there was 


no love, ” she said. “ It has 
grown.” 
A week after their wedding, 
Dawood took Mahboob to Los 
Angeles where he was studying 
at Los Angeles College, 
“ f used to think what a lucky 
girl I was,” she said. “ He could 
have been a man who ate like 
an animal or a man who beat 
m e.” 
Mahboob previously had lived 
for several years in Munich 
where her father was in busi­ 
ness. She returned to Afghani­ 
stan as a teen-ager in 1955. In 
Peshawar, the Pakistani border 
town before entering Afghani­ 
stan, her mother bought her a 
chaudhri 
She wore it obediently until 
rumors in 1959 suggested the 
king was lifting the veil. Mah­ 
boob said she wanted to accom­ 
pany her brother to the movies, 
without wearing the veil. 
Her mother first telephoned 
the police. “ My daughter wants 
to go to the Park Cinema with­ 
out her chaudhri.” she reported. 


“ What will happen to her?’’ 
“ We will afford her all protec­ 
tion,” said the police. 
When she and her brother left 
the movie house, a huge crowd 
of men awaited her reappear­ 
ance. 
True to their promise, the po­ 
lice sent an officer to escort 
Mahboob through the silent, 
staring crowd. 
In Los Angeles, Mahboob 
learned English and went to 
work as a $150-weekly model for 
a department store. She later 
modeled for the fashion house of 
Blackwell. 
She and Dawood returned to 
Afghanistan in 1964, with some 
regret. Dawood considered sell­ 
ing out his Afghan holdings and 
returning to the United States. 
But, he found no buyers in de­ 
pressed Afghanistan, so decided 
to remain. 
Mahboob settled down to a 
domestic life among a society 
suspicious of her m^ern ways. 
The Moosas live comfortably 
in a two-story stucco house in a 
Army General Gets Demoted 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
Army has demoted Brig. Gen. 
Elarl F. Cole, a decorated offi­ 
cer who was in charge of the 
post exchange -PX—system in 
Europe. 
The Army announced Friday 
that Cole, 50, of Alexandria, 
Va., was reduced to the rank of 
colonel and stripped of the Dis- 
t i n g u i s h e d Service Medal 
awarded to him in 1968 for his 
service in Vietnam 
He retired Friday. An Army 
spokesman said Cole’s applica­ 
tion for retirement had been 
pending for some time before it 
was approved 
The Pentagon said: “ The re­ 
duction action was taken be­

Exchange System, 
and as assistant deputy chief of 
staff for logistics, headquarters 
U.S. Army, Europe.”

Prices From Middlemen 
Outs tripping Producers 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 2 
per cent advance in the Agricul­ 
ture Department's farm price 
index reported this week pre­ 
sented a familiar front to con­ 
sumers by coinciding with ris­ 
ing prices they must pay for 
food. 
But consumers are wrong 
again if they blame farm prices 
mostly for higher costs at super­ 
markets. The reason is that 
middleman prices are rising 
faster than what farmers get. 
On Wednesday the Labor De­ 
partment announced that whole­ 
sale prices in July jumped five- 
tenths of 1 per cent, the sharp­ 
est rise in six months, and that 
food products accounted for 
much of the increase. 
The wholesale price index 
over-all was 3.8 per cent more 
in July than a year earlier, the 
Labor Department said. 
On Thursday the Agriculture 
Department reported the 2 per 
cent gain in average farm 
prices from June to July. The 
Lrm price index also was 2 per 
cent higher than it was in July 
1969. 
Thus, with fixxl products only 
one step away from the farm 
and still having to go through 
further processing, marketing 
and retail channels, the July 
wholesale price increase was 
nearly double the 2 per cent 
gain of farm products from a 
year earlier. 
Both the wholesale and farm 
indexes include all products, of 


course, but the Spread is fairly 
consistent. Also, according to 
government records, the farmer 
has been getting the smaller 
share of the consumer food dol­ 
lar. 
Last year, for example, the 
farmer's share of the consumer 
dollar spent for a select “ mar­ 
ket basket” list of farm-origin­ 
ated products was 41 cents. 
Give or take a penny, this has 
been the pattern for many 
years. 
Farm prixluction costs eased 
slightly in July but were within 
one percentage point of the 
record high set a month earlier 
and averaged 4 per cent more 
than a year ago 
Using the straight parity scale 
showing a relationship between 
farm 
prices 
and 
expenses, 
farmers in July received only 74 
per cent of what the formula 
shows to be a fair price aver­ 
age. 
Put another way. if all beef 
cattle were selling for the full 
parity price now they would be 
$32.40 per hundredweight in­ 
stead of $27.90 reported by the 
department. Hogs would be 
$27.70 at full parity instead of 
the July average of $23 90 per 
hundredweight.

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Diplomats Abuzz Over U-S, Mideast Plan 


By THE ASSOaATED PRESS 
Consultations were under way 
in the Middle East, in the Unit­ 
ed States and at the United Na­ 
tions on how and when to 
implement the U.S. plan for an 
Arab-Israeh cease-fire. 
U.S. officials in Washington 
said the Israeli government, 
which accepted the plan Friday, 
is preparing a formal statement 
that should reach the State De­ 
partment and President Nixon’s 
Western White House in San 
Clemente Calif., within a couple 
of days. 
As soon as the statement is 
received, officials said, detailed 
exchanges through U.S. diplo­ 
matic channels will be started 


between Israel and the Jorda­ 
nian and Egyptian governments 
concerning the time and condi­ 
tions for halting the shooting. 
Egypt and Jordan have al­ 
ready accepted the U S. plan, 
which was proposed June 19 by 
Secretary of State William P. 
Rogers. 
It has been condemned by the 
major Palestinian guerrilla or­ 
ganizations, however, and has 
been rejected by Syria and Iraq, 
although Rogers did not ask for 
their approval. 


The plan calls for a 90-day 
cease-fire and for peace nego­ 
tiations under U.N. mediator 
Gunnar Jarring of Sweden. It 
also requests both sides to honor 


the U N. Security Council reso­ 
lution of November 1967, which 
called on Israel to pull back its 
forces from Arab territory cap­ 
tured in the June 1967 war and 
asked the Arabs to recognize Is­ 
rael’s right to exist as a state. 
Jarring is due to arrive in 
New York from Sweden Sunday 
and is expected to begin consul­ 
tations immediately on the 
time, place and other details for 
opening peace negotiations. 


In Cairo, the semiofficial 
newspaper A1 Ahram attacked 
Arabs who have criticized Nas­ 
ser’s acceptance of the U.S. 
plan, but also said Israel's ac­ 
ceptance statement went “ far 
beyond the U N. Security Coun­ 


cil resolution of 1967 and the 
American 
proposals 
them 
selves.' 
A1 Ahram said the statement 
was “ vague and contained in­ 
terpretations that exceed the 
U.N. resolution, which did not 
contain any reference—direct or 
indirect—to negotiations and 
contractual agreement. ” 
This reference was to a para­ 
graph of the Israeli statement 
that said Israel had decided “ to 
appoint, at the appropriate 
time, a representative for peace 
negotiations without prior condi­ 
tions under the auspices of Am­ 
bassador Gunnar Jarring ... 
with the aim of reaching a bind­ 
ing contractual peace agree­ 
ment ’ 


“ Egypt, ” the newspaper said, 
“ which rejected several piece­ 
meal settlement proposals in 
the past, had consented to the 
latest U.S. proposals because 
they were merely a procedural 
project for putting into effect 
the U N Security Council reso­ 
lution."

Th e center resembles a h otel 
room more th an a sch ool. Set on 
34 acres of lush green land 
surrounded by wh eat fields, th e 
academy h as a main classroom 
building 
and 
th ree 
living 
centers with 10 wings each . 
Inside, you find th ick carpeting, 
gurgling fountains and brigh t- 
colored 
futuristic 
furniture. 
Classrooms 
feature 
wh ite 
formica h alf-moon tables, with 
swing-away blue ch airs. Th e 
instructor stands at a console 
with 
automatic 
responder 
buttons so th at th e trainees can 
signal 
th eir 
answers 
to 
questions. 
Opened in October, 1969 , th e 
academy graduates over 3,000 
h ostesses a year, divided into 
classes of 20. 
Th ere are models of various 
aircraft (DC-9 , Convair 880, 707, 
727, 
747) 
wh ere 
th e 
girls 
practice serving meals and 
evacuating th e plane (th ere are 
ch utes from th e interior of th e 
models th at empty outside th e 
building). A h air styling salon 
and make-up center are also 
available to th e girls as part of 
th eir grooming training. 


Not every girl can become a 
h ostess, h owever. 
“We look for th ree th ings. ” 
said Mrs. McNab. “ph ysical 
attractiveness, intelligence, 
sensitivity and perceptiveness 
—

order.” 
Elach applicant goes th rough 
two interviews, a preliminary 
and a final. Only th ree of five 
girls wh o get to th e final 
interview are selected. And a 
girl may not make it even once 
sh e’s at th e training center. 
“Th e girls must get a grade of 
no lower th an 9 0 per cent on all 
th eir exams,” said Mrs. McNab 
“If a girl doesn’t, we ask h er to 
leave. 
And th e same rule 
applies to weigh t. We tell th e 
girls wh en th ey’re interviewed 
th at we h ave certain weigh t 
specifications. If a girl arrives at 
training one pound overweigh t, 
we send h er h ome because sh e’s 
a potential weigh t problem.” 
From th e first day th ey arrive 
at th e training center, girls are 
told th at th ey are “worldwide 
ambassadors” for th e airlines 
and th ey are taugh t to look and 
act th e part. It is no accident 
th at airlines • h ostesses look 
attractive. 
“Th e girls spend from 21-22 
h ours a week grooming, ” said 
Bea Elosser, senior instructress 
for h ostess grooming. “Th e 
grooming program is divided 


into several categories: skin 
care, 
manicure, 
make-up. 
personal 
appearance, 
visual 
poise and h ostess regulations. 
“We want th e girls to h ave 
th e natural look. But we want

Church, Give Hope 
On Ou r Failings

When the Bib le refers to prophecy, it norm ally m eans 
the ab ility ot a person ordained of God to giv e penetrating 
and b rilliant interpretations of the contem porary scene. 
Out of this com es a glim pse of future ev ents—a feel for 
the trend of history. 
The Old Testament prophets w ere often saying to the 
children ot Israel that, if you don’t shape up and change 
your ways, if you continue to ignore God and his justice, 
then this calam ity is going to happen. Thev w ere usually 
correct. 
Modern m an has com e to see prophecy as a prediction 
that has little to do with theological affairs. He is thinking 
ab out the future course of the stock m arket, the winner of 
Series or the possib ility of a settlem ent in the 
Middle E ast conflict. 
There can b e some m arv elous perform ances in these in­ 
stances. b ut the prophecy does depend on the in terpreta­ 
tion of present ev ents as well as a wild solo into the un­ 
known future. 
Today, people are b egging for m ore orophets—religious 
political, rom antic, financial, any kind/W henev er com m u­ 
nity and national life b ecom es so hectic, filled with change 
and upheav al, it is natural to grasp for some fresh uniier- 
standing of w hat’s going on. 
This anxiety, which springs from so much scientific ad­ 
v ance and social ferm ent, puts a powerful strain (and 
tem ptation) upon the religious estab lishm ent. An hour 
touched with the sounds of calam ity, the sm ell of gun­ 
powder and the songs of rev olution points to a frightening 
conclusion. 
In this setting, not a few within the church hav e stated 
that the end of the world is near, the Second Coming at 
hand. Popular ev angelists and curb -side orators raise the 
apocalyptic standard. The nerv y now giv e you the date of 
the last act. 
What this type of prophecy fails to grasp is that, within 
ev ery crisis, ev ery point of historic disturb ance, th ere is 
th e elem en t o f h o p e. 
Throughout the Bib le, alm ost ev ery 
prediction of disaster and ruin is accom panied b y the offer 
of v ictory and success for those who are willing to work 
faithfully and honestly with the Lord of history. R epent 
m eans to turn around, change direction. R epentance is 
m ore than a saw dust trail—it is cutting out a new highway 
of liv ing w here the jungle of apathy and alarm prev ailed. 
Our urb an, m ass society is panting for a sparkling word 
from the Christian fam ily concerning w ar, the ghetto, the 
racial conflict and the m ilitary solution that has failed. A 
C hristian m essage that dodges these questions is not 
w orthy of the nam e. 
We need m ore prophecy, b ecause the future is now.

Excess Vitamin C In take

Q—What troub les can too 
much v itam in A cause? 
A—The daily requirem ent 
for v itam in A in adults is 
2,5(X) to 5,(KX) units. Vitamin 
A poisoning occurs when 10 
tim es this am ount is taken 
daily for sev eral months. It 
is 
m anifested 
b y 
loss 
of 
appetite, itching, failing out 
of the hair, b leeding under 
the skin and pains in the 
joints. 


Q—Is nicotinic a c i d de­ 
riv ed from nicotine? Is it a 
poison? What foods are rich 
in v itam in B? 


A—Nicotinic acid or niacin 
is not a poison b ut a part ol 
the v itam in B complex. It is 
produced b y oxidizing nico­ 
tine. 
It is found in dried 
yeast, whole grain cereals, 
milk, m eat and leafy green 
v egetab les. 


^ Q—is it true that v itam in 
(' cannot b e stored in the 
b ody? What f o o d s contain 
this v itam in? Do processed 
loods and drinks really con­ 
tain v itam in C? 


A—Vitamin C' ( a s c o rb i c 
acid) in quantities greater 
than your im m ediate need 
are not stored in the b ody. 
Processed foods and drinks 
may contain natural v itam in 
C or m ay h a v 
e it added. 
C itruf fruits, tom atoes, green 


peppers and new potatoes 
are rich in ascorb ic acid. 


Q—I am allergic to acid 
foods. Will v itam in C tab lets 
aggrav ate my m isery or my 
husb and’s peptic ulcer? He 
is not allowed to take acid 
foods. 
A—People are allergic only_ 
to the protein com ponent of 
v arious f o o d s . No one is 
allergic to all acid foods. 
The foods that are rich in 
v itam in C, ev en though they 
contain a weak acid, are con­ 
sidered a l k a l i n e b ecause 
they leav e an alkaline ash 
and 
alkalinize 
the 
b lood. 
The t r u l y acid foods are 
those rich in protein (m eat, 
cheese and eggs). Vitamin C 
tab lets will not acidify your 
b lood nor aggrav ate either 
your allergies or your hus­ 
b and’s ulcer. 


Q—What w o u l d cau ie a 
v itam in deficiency in a per­ 
son who e a t s a b alanced 
diet? 
A—FaUure to define a b al­ 
anced diet as one that con­ 
tains 1) milk or m ilk pro­

He 
serv ed as executiv e assistant in the Bureau since 
19 66. 
Col. 
Bernard Peters is the Bureau’s 
Information Officer. 
The Bureau is under the Department of Justice 
with 27 instituUons in the Federal CorrecUonai 
System plus eight Community Centers. There are 
fiv e institutions for long term adults, located in 
Lewisb urg, Pa.; Atlanta. Ga.; Terre Haute, Ind.; 
Marion, 111.; Leav enworth, Kan.; and McNeil 
Island. Wash. There are six instituUons for young 
adults, in Petersb urg, Va.; Tallahassee, Fla.; 
Milan. Mich.; Seagov ille, Tex.; El Reno, Okia.; and 
Lompoc, Cai. The two insUtuUons for federal 
female offenders are in Alderson, W. Va. and 
Terminal Island, Calif. Fiv e insUtuUons for 
intermediate term adults are in Danb ury, Conn.; 
TeMikana, Ark.; LaTuna, Tex.; Terminal Island. 
Calif.; and Sandstone, Mich. Juv enile and youth 
federal offenders are in three correcUonal homes in 
Morgantown.

Englewood, Colo. Six InsUtuUons for short term 
adults are in New York City; EgUn. Fla.;

When a 
prisoner ^ v e s , he is assigned to a separate unit to 
b e classified. His history is taken b y a case worker. 
He is examined b y a doctor and psychiatrist and 
psychol(^ist 
and 
tested 
b y 
an 
educaUonal 
superv Uor for his ab ility to fit in a program. He is 
also v isited b y a chaplain. The findings are 
summarized and he is assigned to a place which is 
b est fix him. 
Prison discipline has b een modified. A concept 
of social responsib ility has b een introduced. There 
are group counseling and therapy techniques 
Lectures, forums and deb ates are offered to certain 
groups. The prisoners work in prison industries and 
are paid a small wage. The striped uniforms are out 
and the prisoners wear slacks and work shirts. 
There are regional training centers for prison 
guards and officers. They wear gray uniforms and 
are responsib le for carrying out the orders of the 
warden as to discipline, punishment and rules of 
the insUtuUon. The emphasis is on correcUon and 
rehab UitaUon. Maximum custody is imposed in 
Leav enworth and Atlanta and minimum custody in 
• honor camps and farms. 
Prison industries hav e b een modernized to meet 
useful employment such as computers 
and 
mechanical needs as well as cuUnary and farm 
work. 
Twenty-one industries cooperating with the 
Bureau recenUy grossed $5.5 million. 
The chief offenses are auto thefts, liquor 
riolation, narcotics. miUtary offenders, forgers and 
b ank rob b ers. Ab out one-third of all prisonera are 
undo* 25 years o i age.

Along about this time of 
yea i. you’re apt to find your 
pay check swelling slig htly in 
the 
column 
mark ed 
“ net 
pay” That’s because your 
employer will have finished 
deducting your 197 0 contri­ 
bution to the Social Security 
lund. 
Undoubtedly, you will wel­ 
come the additional money, 
but have you ever stopped to 
wonder about w hat’s been 
happening to t h o s e sums 
they’ve been deducting all 
these years? You should, be­ 
cause they form the account 
from which you’ll g et your 
Social 
Security 
payments 
when the time comes. 
True, the whole arrang e­ 
ment is supposed to be auto­ 
matic. Your employer de­ 
ducts your contribution from 
your pay, adds his share and 
forwards the whole thing to 
the Social Security people. 
From there, however, your 
contribution 
becomes 
just 
another electronic blip on the 
miles of computer tape that 
forms the m aster record for 
all Americans. If you’ve had 
any experience with com­ 
puters l o u s i n g 
up your 
charg e accounts or dunning 
you for mag azines you’ve 
never received, perhaps you 
are wondering how well they 
are doing with your Social 
Security records. 
No need to rem ain in the 
dark . The Social Security ad­ 
ministration is not only will­ 
ing to allow check s of its 
records, it advocates them. 
All you have to do is ask . 
Requesting a statem ent of 
your account is simple. Your 
local Social Security office 
has a post card-type form 
for this purpose. Ask for one, 
fill in your name, ag e and 
account number, and m ail it 
off. 
In due time, back will 
come a computer print-out 
sheet listing amounts cred­ 
ited to your account since 
your first payment. 


For the sak e of brevity, 
accounting is done by ftill 
or partial decades If you be­ 
g an work in 1947 . for ex­ 
ample. the print-out will list 
an amount for the years 1947 
throug h 1950. 
This will be followed by a 
g ross fig ure covering 1951-60. 
and then the years from ’61 
on will be listed separately. 
There may be two omis­ 
sions. One will be for mili­ 
tary service prior to 1957 . If 
you are entitled to a credit 
for this, it will be computed 
at the time the first claim is 
made. 
The second will be your 
most recent earning s and 
may cover a period of sev­ 
eral months. 
Errors can occur at any 
point, of course. As a prac­ 
tical m atter, however, they 
are most apt to occur when 
you’ve chang ed jobs, partic­ 
ularly if this happens at m id­ 
year. Mistak es should be re­ 
ported to the nearest Social 
Security office. 
You 
h a v e 
up 
to 39 ‘/i> 
months after any error is 
m ade to ask for a correction, 
so you ou^ht to g o throug h 
this check ing process about 
every three years. 
If you’ve always thoug ht 
of Social Security as a k ind 
of pension you g et at 65, you 
need to broaden your think ­ 
ing . It will also: 


• Let you retire at 62, if 
you tak e a reduced benefit; 
• Make payments to your 
widow at 62, or at any ag e if 
she is caring for your chil­ 
dren ; 
• Mak e m o n t h l y pay* 
ments to you and your fam ­ 
ily if you are disabled, what­ 
ever your ag e; 
• Make payments to chil­ 
dren under 18, or to older 
ones if they are disabled; 
• Make a lump sum pay­ 
ment for funeral expenses.

Phipps of F*urdue and Dennis 
Shaw of San Diego Stale, de­ 
fensive linemen Mike Met ov of 
Notre Dame.

State po lice said his car o v er­ 
turned Thursday o n a highway 
26 miles fro m Santa Ro sa after 
he lo st co ntro l while try ing to 
pass ano ther car. 


Repo rt o f the death was de­ 
lay ed until Friday when his wid­ 
o w, Ro binette, was no tified. The 
co uple had two children, Ro bin, 
15, and William, 12, and liv ed in 
Baldwin, N Y. 
Lo max , kno wn as a majo r in­ 
terpreter o f the integratio n 
mo v ement, did no t ho ld back 
criticism o f either side.

Indian Education System Needs Several Important Differences

Her two teen-aged friends, 
Ella Mae Johnson and Rose­ 
mary Jim my, nodded their mod 
hair styles and added: “ Mostly 
we speak Navajo when we re to­ 
gether.” 


The college president and the 
boarding school students—as 
well as the Navajo nation as a 
whole—epitomize the hopes and 
ills of Indian education in Amer­ 
ica. 
The Navajos, the largest sin­ 
gle ethnic Indian group, occupy 


a reservation spread over parts 
of Arizona, New Mexico and 
Utah—an area roughly the size 
of West Virginia. It is a land 
studded with majestic 10,000- 
foot mountains, yet in many 
respects, it is a vast and remote 
ghetto with all the educational 
ills of an inner city. 
Tens of thousands of the 
120,000 Navajos speak no Eng­ 
lish, much less read it. Besides 
the language barrier, other 
problems abound: poor quality 
curriculums and teaching meth­ 
ods, resistance to education, 
skimpy funding and cultural 
clashes. 
Congress has called it a na-

tional disgrace but has not come 
up with massive funding or re­ 
organization. 
Until four years ago, most ex­ 
perts agree Indian education 


w^s making no real progress. 
Since then, both Bureau of In­ 
dian Affairs (BIA ) and public 
school administrators say there 
have been modest gains. 
“ There has been more pro­ 
cess in the last four years than 
in the 100 years before,” adds 
Dr. Robert A. Roessel Jr., chan­ 
cellor of the Navajo Community 
College. 
Roessel, a non-Indian married 
to a Navajo medicine man’s 
daughter, credits the progress 
to the fact “ we’re getting educa­ 
tion into the hands of Indians.” 
“ There w ill be no dramatic 
progress until the Indian has 
complete control of his educa­ 
tion system—and that means 
control of money and person­ 
nel,” he said. 
To achieve this end. Advisory 
Boards are being set up and ex­ 
perimental schools are being es­ 
tablished. At Rough Rock Dem­ 
onstration School, for instance, 
Indian parents not only set poli­ 
cy but also hire and fire. 
Along with greater parental 
involvement, educators are de­ 
veloping books and text mate­ 
rial that the reservation child 
can relate to his surroundings, 
and at the same time develop a 
good self-image. 
Coming into use is the English 
Second Language (ESL) pro­ 
gram which uses Navajo as a 
tool to introduce beginners to 
English—more than 70 per cent 
of the Navajo children speak no 
English when they first report 
to school. 
This program, says Natathli, 
“ should have been started 20 or 
30 years ago. ” He estimated 
that it would be 20 years before 
English is spoken in most of the 
hogans—the traditional octago­ 
nal mud and log huts of the Na­ 
vajo. 
Complexity of the education 
problem is underscored by the 
variety of schools attended by 
the Indians. On the Navajo re­ 
servation alone there are BIA 
day and boarding schools, pub­ 


lic state-operated schools plus 
private and mission schools. 
Of the nation’s 210,000 school 
age Indians, about 120,000 at­ 
tend public schools, 53,000 feder­ 
al schools, and 17,000 private or 
mission 
schools. 
The 
other 
20,000 attend no school or the 
BIA has no record of their 
whereabouts. 
The BIA operates 223 schools, 
77 of them boarding, plus 18 dor- 
matories where the children at­ 
tend public schools. They are 
spread over 18 states from Alas­ 
ka to Florida. 
A few years ago Indian school 
60 per cent, with some areas 
going as high as 90 and 100 per 
cent. But a BIA spokesman in 
Washington said surveys by the 
U.S. Office of Education South­ 
western Cooperative Education­ 
al 
Laboratory, 
Albuquerque, 
N.M., show a sharp decline. 
The over-all rate, the spokes­ 
man said, is 42 per cent com­ 
pared with a national norm of 27 
per cent. Some tribes are near 
or below the national average. 
The Hopis, for example, have 
cut dropouts to 20 per cent and 
the Navajos to 30 per cent. 
One lingering problem, said 
teacher-supervisor Russell M ill­ 
er at Shiprock, N.M. Boarding 
School, “ is that to the Indian ac­ 
ademic failure is no disgrace. 
He just goes back to big mom­ 
ma—the reservation.” 
These and other factors com­ 
bined have kept the quality of 
Indian education lagging behind 
national averages 


Willard Bass, Indian educa­ 
tion specialist in the Albuqu­ 
erque laboratory, said a 1968-69 
survey of 12th grade Indian stu­ 
dents showed that in BIA 
schools the students averaged 


9.5 grade level and in the public 
schools 10.3 when both should 
have been 12.8. 
“ We find Indian students re­ 
tarded one year when they enter 
the ninth grade and 2Vz years 
retarded when they graduate,” 
he added. “ This is the average, 
of course. There are some very 
bright and above average stu­ 
dents.” 
Bass, an Indian educator for 
28 years, is certain of one thing: 
“ The Indian has to learn Eng­ 
lish if he is going to achieve ac­ 
ademically/’ 
While most educational sys­ 
tems are geared to the white, 
middleclass society, Indian edu­ 
cators insist curriculum and 
teaching methods must be de­ 
veloped to stimulate the Indian 
mind. 
An example of the effort to 
achieve this can be found on the 
reservation at Shiprock, N.M. 
There Wallace Cathey, assist­ 
ant superintendent in charge of 
five public schools, is develop­ 
ing with federal funds new sup­ 
plemental reading material for 
the non-English speaking Nava­ 
jo youngster. 
In 
the 
classroom, 
Mrs. 
Frances Lee used Cath^ mate­ 
rial to teach verbs to five-year- 
olds who had never heard Eng­ 
lish six months before. But like 
normal children, the youngsters 
kept turning to smile at the visi­ 
tors. 
“ I want a lot of blue eyes on 
me,” Mrs. Lee told the class. 
There was no response. 
“ What kind of eyes w ill I 
see?” she asked. 
“ Black 
eyes!” 
the 
class 
laughingly shouted. 
This scene is but one indica­ 
tion of the disappearance of an- 


other trait—lack of aggressivc- 
ness—which has hurt Indian 
youngsters’ scholastic achieve­ 
ment. 
The extent and emphasis on 
Indian culture has provoked a 
division, even among Indians. 
Dr. Taylor McKenzie, a public 
health officer and the first full- 
blood Navajo to become a medi­ 
cal doctor, noted in an interview 
that there are more Indian med­ 
icine men on the reservation to­ 
day than ever before. 
McKenzie recalled a recent 
talk he had with a bright Nava- 


jo student who had excellent op­ 
portunity to obtain a medical 
degree “ ‘I am afraid,’ he told 
me, ‘that my culture will not ap­ 
prove of my going or permit me 
to go into medicine,’ ” Mc­ 
Kenzie said

flict that IS holding back our 
young people It may mean and 
it does mean, unfortunately, 
shedding some elements of the 
Navajo culture of yesteryear,

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Rhodesia Sees Relief in Conservative Victory 


SA LISBU R Y. Rhodesia (AP) 
—If fervent wishes two contin­ 
ents away can topple a govern­ 
ment, Britain’s new Conserva­ 
tive rulers can thank Rhode­ 
sians for the election victory. 
The night Edward Heath was 
called to Buckingham Palace to 
take office as prime minister, 
bars throughout this breakaway 
African country were packed. 
Jubilant whites here, celebrated 
what they felt was the best news 
since premier Ian Smith de­ 
clared independence from Brit­ 
ain Nov. 11,1965. 
“ This is the greatest thing that 
has ever happened to Rhodesia. 
Now we’re laughing,’’ said a 
senior civil servant over the 
hubbub in a Salisbury saloon. 
Like many other Rhodesians, 
he was convinced Britain will 
now opt out of the sa.ictions 
campaign the old Labor govern­ 
ment launched in the United Na­ 
tions in an attempt to break 
Smith’s rebellion. Many even 
thought the Smith government 
would be recognized by White­ 
hall. 
Rhodesia’s troubles are hard­ 
ly likely to end that easily. 
While in opposition, the Con-i 
servatives 
attacked 
Labor 
Prime Minister Harold Wilson’s 
strict application of the trade 
war. Heath promised to resume 
Anglo-Rhodesian 
n^otiations 
abandoned in stalemate by his 
predecessor. 
Yet this country has moved 
further away then ever from 
conditions for legal independ­ 
ence laid down by the Tories 
themselves when they were in 
power nearly a decade ago 
Rhodesia snapped the last ties 
with Queen Elizabeth II by be­ 
coming a republic in March. 
She is now sliding towards 
South African-style apartheid 
under a new constitution insur­ 
ing that the white minority of 
234,000 will rule for the foresee­ 
able future over 4.8 million Afri­ 
cans 
Smith repeatedly said the new 
charter is not negotiable. He is 
noncommittal about the govern­ 
ment change in Britain and its 
ef ects on his country’s future, 
“ 'ihe results of the British elec­ 
tions no longer influence the po­ 
litical position here and, to that 
extent, are no longer of concern 
to us,’’ he said. 
With scant likelihood of signif­ 
icant concessions from his side, 
little is likely to emerge from 
new talks. 
But if Rhodesia remains a 
pariah state, unrecognized out­ 
side her own borders, she has 
good friends south of the line di­ 
viding white-ruled Africa from 
the hostile black states of the 
north

This Week in Business 


N EW YO RK (A P) - News of 
lower corporate earning and 
signs of renewed inflationary 
pressure spotlighted this past 
week in busine.ss. 
A preliminary survey by the 
First National City Bank of New 
York of 677 major companies 
showed that second quarter 
profits dropped 5*2 per cent 
from the comparable period in 
1969. 
The survey did not include re­ 
ports this past week from the 
major steel companies, which 
suffered whopping declines. Sec­ 
ond quarter profits for U.S. 
Steel fell 26 per cent to $39.4 
million as compared with last 


year. The company’s half-year 
earnings of $74.9 million marked 
an 18-year low. 
An even more 
severe loss was announced by 
Bethlehem Steel with its second 
quarter earnings plunging 52.6 
per cent to $19.7 million. Re­ 
public Steel reported a 53.8 per 
cent decline from last year to 
$10.5 million 
All three companies attribut­ 
ed lower earnings to the nation­ 
wide truckers’ strike and sharp­ 
ly higher costs. 
The news on the corporate 
front was not all bad, however. 
General Motors reported a 5.6 
per cent profit increase this 
quarter to %47'i million, and In­ 
ternational Telephone posted 
record second quarter earnings 
of $89.8 million, up 28 per cent 
from 1969 
Despite the generally lower 
trend in corporate earnings, the 
inflationary spiral did not ap­ 
pear to be abating. 
A preliminary report from the 
Labor Department showed that 
wholesale prices in July rose at 
their fastest pace in six months. 
The department estimated that 
the 
wholesale 
price 
index 
gained 0.5 per cent last month, 
lifting the index 3.8 per cent 
above the year-earlier level 
Also, 
the government an­ 
nounced a $2.91 billion budget 
deficit for the fiscal year ended 
June 30. This was $1.1 billion 
higher than the debit predicted 
two months ago. Officials attrib­ 
uted the larger than expected 
deficit to small revenues result­ 
ing from the sluggish economy. 
The only good news this past 
week came in the area of for­ 
eign trade. The Uommerce De- 


partment reported that the U.S. 
trade surplus in June rose to a 
4-year high. The seasonally ad­ 
justed 
surplus amounted to 
$466.4 million, up from the 
$334.4 million reported in May. 
This surplus—the difference 
between merchandise exports 
and imports—is an important 
component in the balance of 
payments total. 
In a related development, a 
surge of machine tool orders 
from overseas boosted machine 
tool orders in this country dur­ 
ing the month of June from the 
depressed levels of-May. 
However, U.S. ordering re­ 
mained at its lowest level in 
eight years with no sign of an 
upturn. Automotive suppliers 
are delaying orders until after 
labor talks this fall, and the 
aerospace industry has reduced 
bookings.

Dismissed Black Student 
To Punish Workers 
Claims No Justification 


KANSAS CITY, Kan (AP) - 
Gary Jackson says he has done 
nothing to justify his dismissal 
as an assistant to the dean of 
men at the University of Kan­ 
sas. 
The Kansas Board of Regents 
ordered the dismissal after 
learning from Topeka police 
that Jackson helped buy 27 box­ 
es of ammunition at a Topeka 
store July 17 That was the day 
after Donald Rick Dowdell, 19, 
was shot to death by a Law­ 
rence policeman. 
At a news conference in his 
lawyer’s office Friday Jackson 
issued this statement; 
" I am Gary Jackson. 1 was 
employed as assistant to the 
dean of men for black students 
by the University of Kansas 
My term of employment, as per 
contract, was from July 1,1970. 
to July 30. 1971 
“ According to the news me­ 
dia, my employment was ter­ 
minated at the direction of the 
Board of Regents. To date I 
have received no official noti­ 
fication of my dismissal. 
“ 1 feel that 1 have fulfilled all 


the duties incumbent in the po­ 
sition I hold with the univer­ 
sity. To the best of my knowl­ 
edge I have done nothing that 
would precipitate or justify my 
dismissal. 
“ Through my attorneys, a 
telegram was sent to the chan­ 
cellor of the university and the 
board of regents on July 20. 
1970. requesting the following: 
“ 1. an enumeration of the 
charges on which the termina­ 
tion was based 
“ 2. a hearing before the board 
of regents on these charges, 
with the opportunity to be heard 
and present evidence 
“ 3, a review of the prior de­ 
cision to terminate based upon 
the hearing results. 
“ 4. An answer to this request 
by Aug. 5. 1970, setting out 
charges and hearing date. 
“ This is the full extent of my 
statement at this time I feel 
that too many persons in high 
and responsible positions have 
acted and spoken without a ba­ 
sis, in fact or a knowledge of 
me, or the situation in l.aw- 
rence, Kan.”

Playwright Turns Tables on New York Audiences 


NEW YORK (AP) - A 
strange exchange occurs these 
nights at the Astor Place Play­ 
house. 
While audiences, paying a 
heavy $10 ptf for choice seats, 
pack in to see a happening 
called “ The Dirtiest Show in 
Town,** 
author-director 
Tom 
Eyen watches them in fascinat­ 
ed countervigil. 


“ I get more out of the specta­ 
tors than out of the show now," 
comments the intense young lit­ 
erary activist who suddenly has 
popped out of the theatrical un­ 
derground to commercial suc­ 
cess. 
“ I can't justify my audi­ 
ences, ” he adds, but—such is 
the Eyen conversational contra­ 
riness—feds that the whole 
thing is bound up with “ this 
country’s long sexual repres­ 
sion.” 
There is nothing more fasci­ 
nating than a taboo, Ey«i says 
in explanation of how he came 
to write what is approximately 
his 32nd script. “ That's why 
there has been a sexual revolu­ 
tion.” 


The chronic beetling of his 
Syrian brows in concentration 
eases momentarily. “ Sex in 
New York today h^ become a 
fanatical, 
hysterical 
move­ 
ment.” 
In backlash against crudity, 
nudity and “ those awful 42nd 
Street movies,” Eyen would 
have you believe, he sat down to 
create an ulimate report on all 
sorts of contemporary pollution 
- 'mental, physical and ecologi­ 
cal. 
“ The whole ego trip, hate and 
hostility are big things in the 
show, 
too, " 
he 
articulates, 
“ though some audiences don’t

get that, and they don’t have 
to." 
The unsubtle aspects of the 
show, delivered by a company 
of five male and five female 
performers in progressive de­ 
grees— finally total—of un­ 
dress, center on homo-, bi- and 
heterosexual concerns, frank 
but oddly unerotic. 


“ At previews,” reports Eyen, 
“ I felt that the predominant at­ 
tendance was flesh-hungry men. 
That’s gone now, and we get a 
cross-section of both limousine 
and hippie trade ' 


The show began as a work­ 
shop exercise at Ellen Stewart’s 
widely known La Mama center. 


art and others on the experi­ 
mental circuit—“ there are no 
hang-ups 
off-off-Broadway” — 
seven years ago, immediately 
after abandoning dreams of 
journalistic fame and the pres­ 
sures of uptown theatrical press 
agentry. 
Eyen was born 28 years ago in 
Cairo, Egypt, of Roman Catho­ 


lic parents from Damascus, a 
rare ethnic-sectarian blend. His 
twin brother lives in Paris, and 
another of six other living si- 
bUngs runs a New York art gal­ 
lery. 
“ My parents raised a whole 
family before I came along, and 
1 don’t think my mother has 
ever remembered my right 
name,” he says of the lady who 
still runs a restaurant in Cam­ 
bridge, Ohio. The family moved 
there when Tom was 3. He went 
to a Jesuit school and graduated 
at 20 from Ohio State, a year be­ 
hind his even more precocious 
twin. 
A year of study at the Ameri­ 
can Academy of Dramatic Arts 
convinced him that he would 
never be an actor. Apprentice­ 
ship as a theatrical publicist 
ended when an employer found 
him moonlighting at his desk 
over a skit that was his first 
venture into creative writing. 
“ I’d sold the sketch to Julius 
Monk who was just starting a 
series of supper club shows. My 
career as a sketch writer lasted 
about one week. Monk asked me 
if I had other material, so I 
wrote 20 sketches one night. 
They were all imitations of the 
good one—and that one was cut 
out of the revue because the ac­ 
tor who was to do it went off to 
another job.” 
The experience, however, was 
enough to commit Eyen to dra­ 
maturgy. Drudging away—“ 1 
never really starved but some­ 
times I didn’t know where the 
next meal was coming from” — 
Eyen caught free-lance jobs on 
abortive film projects, wrote 
commercials “ that were never 
ione” and composed. 
His first play, “ Frustrada, the 
Dirty Little Girl With a Paper 


Rose Stuck in Her Head, ” began 
as a children's story that Ran­ 
dom House turned down. 
La Mama presented it and 
“ incredibily it predicted the en­ 
tire flower generation, although 
not enough people saw it to be 
an influence ” For two girls of 
the troupe who were going 
abroad, he wrote “ The White 
Whore and Bit Player ” which 
turned out to be his most fre­ 
quently done work. 
The short piece and some of 
its successors have been played 
in London, Amsterdam, Stock­ 
holm, Helsinki, Oslo and Frank­ 
furt, among other foreign spots. 
“ Most of my income until now 
has come from Europe, ” says 
Eyen. “ It was surprising to find 
I’m better known there than in 
New York.” He did whet enough 
interest, however, to pick up a 
Rockefeller Foundation grant 
enroute to Astor Place recogni­ 
tion. He also married, now lives 
in midtown with his wife, Lisa, 
and a 2-year-old son, Jacques. 


“ I never want to be known as 
a promising playwright,” he as­ 
serts. A few conversational mo­ 
ments later, Eyen surmises, 
“ Most of my career is probably 
behind me. Some of my best 
players are written. I think now 
I am going to rework two or 
three of the earlier plays."

States Compensate Innocent Crime Victims

A woman in Honolulu w«u> 
robbed and assaulted. Doctors 
said she may never work again. 
The State of Hawaii paid her 
110,000 
A man with six children was 
shot to death in a robbery. His 
widow received $1,000 from New 
York State for funeral expenses. 
An elderly man in Los An­ 
geles was roughed up by thugs. 
The State of (^lifomia paid to 
replace his broken eyegl^es. 
These are examples of com­ 
pensation paid by states to inno­ 
cent crime victims or thdr sur­ 
vivors for expenses not covered 
by insurance, workmen’s com­ 
pensation or medical policies 
An Associated Press survey 
showed at least five states have 
passed such laws in the past 
three years. Similar measures 
were introduced, but defeated in 
about 10 other states. 
The amounts and type of com­ 
pensation vary. 
New York State has paid out 
more than $1 million since its 


compensation law was passed in 
1967 and officials of the State 
Crime Victims Compensation 
Board, which makes the award, 
expect to match that total this 
year. 
To be eligible, the claimant 
must prove that he suffered se­ 
rious financial hardship as a re­ 
sult of the crime—in loss of 
earnings, support or expenses— 
and must show he did not con­ 
tribute to the infliction of the in­ 
juries 
In the fiscal year ended Feb. 
28, there were 929 claims filed 
with the compensation board. 
The board made decisions on 
826 of the claims and rejected 
490 Of those turned down, 126 
were rejected because they 
were for less than $100—the 
minimum award made by the 
board—and 104 were rejected 
because the people involved 
could not prove serious financial 
hardship. 
The 
maximum 
award 
is 
$15,000, usually paid out in the 
form of monthly benefits given 
to a victim of a continued disa­ 


bility or to dependents of some­ 
one who is killed. 
The number of claims is 
steadily 
increasing. 
Board 
Chairman Stanley L. Van Rens­ 
selaer said this is not due to an 
increase in the crime rate, but 
because more people are discov- 
ring the pr(^am. 
California also passed a com­ 
pensation law in 1967. It pro­ 
vides awards of up to $5,(Xra to 
victims of violent crimes and, 
under an amendment passed 
last year, to persons hurt trying 
to prevent a crime. 
There have been 939 claims 
filed since November 1%7, of 
which 215 were granted for a to­ 
tal of $266,846. Fourteen of the 
claims granted were for the 
$5,000 maximum 
Hawaii, which passed a crime 
compensation law in 1967, al­ 
lows a maximum payment of 
$10,000, although one woman re­ 
ceived $12,500 when her husband 
was killed and she and her mi­ 
nor son also were shot. 
Since enactment of the law, 
the state has paid $173,000 to 83

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Workshop's Pro's Help Minority Businessman 


NEW YORK - (NEA) - 
Horatio Alger's hero is alive and 
well and black, thriving in an 
attempt 
by 
a 
group 
of 
businessmen here to bring the 
American dream of unlimited 
opportunity 
to 
m inority 
communities. 
A volunteer force of 100 
businessmen — most of them 
white, many of them highlevel 
executives in large corporations 
— teaches at the four-year-old 
W orkshop 
in 
Business 
Opportunities, Inc., a non-profit 
remedial program for minority 
group entrepreneurs who either 
want to go into business for 
themselves or are there already 
and in trouble. 
Organized 
by 
marketing 
consultant 
Walter Geier — 
whom one volunteer, a self- 
styled 
cynic, 
describes 
as 
“ almost 
a 
saint” 
— 
the 
workshop takes advantage of its 
volunteers’ selfishness as well 
as their idealism. 
“ When you do work like this, 
you’re doing it as much for 
yourself as for the people you’re 
helping, ” Geier said. “ The ones 
who 
really 
profit 
from 
it, 
though, 
w ill 
be 
your 
grandchildren 
and 
their 
grandchildren, because you’re 


helping to create a society that 
is better not only for blacks and 
Puerto 
Ricans, 
but 
for 
everybody” 
The 
workshop’s 
students 
range in age from 20 to 50, in 
education 
from 
elementary 
school dropouts to people with 
three years of college. They’re 
black, Puerto Rican, Cuban 
and, occasionally, white. While 
they’re not wealthy, they’re not 
poverty-stricken; most of them 
can scrape up enough money, 
from personal funds and loans, 
to 
finance 
their 
start 
in 
business. 
The students pay nothing for 
the 16-week workshop course 
given twice a year at four 
centers in New York City and 
nearby Westchester County. 
There is one three-hour class 
every week, with lectures and 
round-table discussions on such 
su b jects 
as 
p ricin g , 
bookkeeping, 
personnel 
practices, 
signing 
leases, 
advertising and business law. 
Students spend from six to 20 
hours a week on homework, 
applying classroom principles 
to 
their 
real 
or 
planned 
business. 
There are no grades, but of 
the 1,200 students who have 


started the course since it began 
in 1966, 600 completed it. And 
while no detailed follow-up 
statistics exist. Dr. Mallalieu 
Woolfolk, who began as Geier’s 
liaison 
with 
the 
Harlem 
community and is now the 
workshop’s executive director, 
estimated athat 50 to 75 per 
cent of the 600 graduates are in 
business for themselves today. 
Geier says he started the 
workshop because he saw a 
need for blacks and other 
minorities to gain economic 
power. 
“ Economic power isn’t just 
money; 
Willie 
Mays 
and 
Sammy Davis Jr. have money, 
but they don’t have economic 
power, 
because they aren’t 
creating 
jobs 
and 
creating 
business 
for 
other 
black 
people, ” 
Geier 
explained. 
“ We’re not interested so much 
in people who want to start 
‘mom and pop’ corner grocery 
stores as we are in people who 
want to start a growth-type 
operation that could turn into 
something big. 
“ What I would like to see — 
what I would really like to see 
— is a business run by one of 
our former students in the 
Fourtune 
‘500’ 
list 
of the 


country’s top companies in the 
next 25 years.” 
Geier, president of his own 
consulting 
firm, 
brought 
a 
curious blend of tough, dollars- 
and-cents business logic and 
visionary 
concern 
to 
the 
workshop. Woolfolk, a veteran 
at many private and public 
projects designed to give black 
communities more economic 
clout, says of Geier 
and the 
program: 
“ I ’ve spent a large part of my 
life 
working 
with 
white 
volunteer programs in black 
communities, and this program 
has produced a kind of black- 
white rapport the like of which 
I ’ve 
never 
seen. 
Walter 
recruited volunteers who were 
not and didn't want to be 
amateur sociologists; they were 
just people who thought the 
answer to some of our cities’ 
problems 
was to open up 
opportunities for other guys to 
get a share of the action. ” 
Woolfolk 
himself 
helped 
round up students and, in urg­ 
ing that the centers be in the 
heart of the ghettos they sought 
to help, made a suggestion 
Geier described as “ the best 
advice we ever got.” Woolfolk 
has also used his influence and 


key, 
Woolfolk 
has 
been 
the 


contacts to help former stu­ 
dents secure loans when they 
can’t 
raise 
enough 
capital 
themselves. 
But 
the 
contends, 
volunteers. 
“ They had to keep the people 
from taking one look at them 
and turning away saying. Well, 
Whitey’s at it again,’ ” Woolfolk 
said. “ They succeeded because 
their 
commitment 
and 
dedication was such they came 
across as sincere people who 
really wanted to help, ” 
The volunteers themselves 
see the workshop as a limited 
but

community in general. 
Stephen Cohen, a securities 
analyst, 
said 
he 
has

“ astounded at how eager the 
students are to learn. I don’t 
think this is any final solution, 
but it is a quiet method of 
revolution 
in 
the 
black 
community.” 
Hubert Hocutt, an executive 
with 
a 
large 
petroleum 
company, put it this way; “ The 
larger problem is the miniority 
groups’ exclusion from so many 
parts of society, but that’s too 


large a problem for me to come 
ti) grips with. This is a piece of 
the problem I can make a 
personal effort to change. ” 


And Milton Rockmore,. an 
advertising 
agency 
vice- 
president, 
adds: 
“ I t ’s 
stimulating to bring to someone 
the knowledge he wants to 
have. 
It’s fulfilling to help 
someone better his life.” 
The workshop operated on 
small volunteer donations until 
last year, when the Rockefeller 
Foundation gave it a $50,000 
grant, looking toward expansion 
in other cities. 


Woolfolk has already had 
inquiries 
from 
groups 
interested in starting workshop 
programs in St 
Louis, Des 
M oines, 
Chicago 
and 
Pittsburgh.

4nce the majority of us 
have to work for a living— 
or are married to someone 
who does—the nine-to-five 
segment of daily life spent 
in the hustle and bustle of 
breadwinning plays a vital 
part in our happiness, well­ 
being, and general outlook 
on life. 
This true-or-false quiz deals 
with interesting questions related 
directly to the workaday world 
where we earn what it takes to 
keep the wolf at a safe distance. 
The answers are based on findings 
of psychological research studies 
undertaken at various universities 
across the country. 
1. It’s easy to tell whether you are 
in the type of occupation you’re 
best fitted for. 
2. If your boss calls you by your 
first name, then it's okay for you 
to address him the same way. 
3. The person who has a modest 
opinion of his own worth, who is 
more capable than he thinks he is, 
is most likely to succeed in what­ 
ever he undertakes. 
4. The banker now enjoys the 
highest social-status ranking of 
any occupation. 
5. Wearing glasses is a handicap 
when you’re applying for a job. 
6. People who work at dangerous, 
high-risk jobs have to be extremely 
well-balanced and emotionally sta­ 


ble or they couldn’t take it. 
7. People engaged in outdoor jobs, 
who get plenty of fresh air and 
exercise, live longer than execu­ 
tives and professional people who 
are cooped up in offices. 
8. Everyone finds monotonous 
work boring. 
9. You should change your job if 
you’re not happy with it. 


ANSW ERS 
1, True. Studies show that.the 
yardstick that best measures how 
well suited a man is to his job is 
how much he enjoys doing it. If 
the type of work you do fits your 
temperament and ability and pro­ 
vides expression for them, you will 
enjoy it and derive lasting satis­ 
faction from it. And the better 
your job fits you, the better you 
will perform it and the greater 
your chance for distinguishing 
yourself in it. 
2. False. Just because your boss 
calls you by your first name doesn’t 
necessarily mean that you should 
feel free to do the same to him. 
Often he may resent it and con­ 
sider it presumptuous. If he wants 
you to call him by his first name, 
he’ll let you know about it. And 
it’s better to wait until he does. 
University of California research­ 
ers made a study of accepted prac­ 
tices at four organization levels 
to find out who calls whom by 
their first name and who doesn’t.

subordinates. “Often unequal sta­ 
tus was reflected in an address 
pattern in which the superior was 
addressed by his last name, and 
the subordinate by his first name.” 
(N either age, time with the firm, or 
employee’s personality were found 
related to the address patterns.) 
Conclusions of the investigators: 
deciding when to call a superior 
by his first name can be a delicate 
m atter and one which is best left 
for him to decide— unless you want 
to be rebuffed. 
3. False. Vocational studies at 
New York University show that 
the person who underrates his 
abilities has two strikes on him 
before he starts. He is inclined to 
accept jobs “where he does not 
think he will be adequate and 
where he actually will tend not 
to be adequate. This will lower his 
self-esteem even more and lead 
him even further to choose roles 
where he does not think he will 
be adequate.” This vicious circle 
which ensnares the person whose 
opinion of himself doesn’t match 
his abilities makes it extremely 
difficult for him to succeed. Moral: 
don’t sell yourself short in the 
self-esteem division or you’re like­ 
ly to wind up a square peg in a 
round hole. The study showed, in­ 
cidentally, that the exact opposite 
holds true for the high-esteem 
person. He is fully aware of his 
capabilities and chooses job situa­ 
tions which give him the greatest 
opportunity for expression. 
4. False. University of Michigan 
surveys show th at while this was 
previously the case, the status 
ranking has changed appreciably, 
with the banker now in fourth 
place. The medical profession now 
enjoys the greatest social prestige 
of any occupation, with lawyers 
and school superintendents rank­ 
ing second and third, respective­ 
ly. The surveys showed three oc­ 
cupations which show consistent 
gains in prestige are carpenter, 
electrician, and plumber. 
5. False. Recently a team of uni­ 
versity psychologists conducted a 
study to determine how the wear­ 
ing of glasses influences the judg­ 
ment of personality traits. Stu­ 
dents were photographed with and 
without glasses, and then rated 
by independent judges on intelli­ 
gence, dependability, industrious­ 
ness, honesty, and other related 


traits. The findings: “People wear­ 
ing glasses were rated significantly 
higher in all these respects.” 
6. False. Psychological studies 
show that people who take dan­ 
gerous jobs (driving nitroglycerin 
trucks, wrestling crocodiles, etc.) 
tend to have strong personality 
conflicts, hostile, and antisocial 
tendencies, and have difficulty ad­ 
justing to the stresses and strains 
of everyday living. There are ex­ 
ceptions, of course, but generally 
speaking the man who enjoys life, 
who is happy and well-adjusted, 
doesn’t choose occupations which 
are likely to make him a m ortality 
statistic. 
7. False. Studies on occupational 
level and m ortality show th at the 
higher a person’s job status, the 
longer he is likely to live, with 
executives and professional and 
technical workers averaging ap­ 
preciably longer life expectancies 
than outdoor workers whose jobs 
require physical effort. 
8. False. Though it may drive 
some people crazy and bore others 
stiff, research on personnel in busi­ 
ness and industry shows that many 
people find monotonous work nei­ 
ther tedious nor unpleasant—and 
some actually enjoy it. As one 
authority points out, a worker 
whose job is completely routine, 
such as tightening a bolt or check­ 
ing a dimension, doesn’t need to 
think or concentrate and is free 
either to socialize with fellow 
workers or let his mind wander 
in whatever direction may suit his 
fancy. 
9. True. If your job is making you 
unhappy, it’s unfair both to your 
employer and yourself to remain 
in it. It’s also unfair to your 
family. For the resultant fru s­ 
trations, resentments, and aggra­ 
vations can’t help but make you 
difficult to get along with both at 
home and with fellow workers. As 
the late psychiatrist Dr. David 
Harold Fink observed, after a 
study of unhappy job situations: 
“Anyone who keeps a job he is 
sick of is foolish—for such a job 
can make him actually sick—men­ 
tally and physically.” 
A word of caution: before mak­ 
ing a change, be sure it’s your job 
and not yourself that you’re un­ 
happy with. It may turn out that 
what you need to change is not 
your job but your attitude. ♦

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Surgical Wonders Performed wit

dose to a million people 
today are living with a re­ 
markable synthetic surgical 
material—silicone—in their 
bodies and leading fairly nor­ 
mal lives. And as the medical 
uses of silicone expand at a 
phenomenal rate, more mil­ 
lions will be indebted to it. 


Recently, a GI in Vietnam was 
shot throusrh the temple, the front of 
his brain shattered. When he was 
brought back home, plastic surgeons 
ingeniously reconstructed the entire 
front of the skull out of hard silicone 
rubber, molding it to his natural 
contours. 
On an Ohio turnpike last year, 
an 18-year-old high-school senior 
crashed his car into an abutment. 
Among his injuries—common in auto 
smash-ups—was a “blowout” frac­ 
ture disrupting the eye sockets. 
Carved silicone replaced the broken- 
up floors of both eye sockets. Instead 
of being doomed to seeing double the 
rest of his life, the young man now 
enjoys 20-20 vision. 
In a dramatic heart transplant by 
Dr. Denton A. Cooley of Houston, an 
artificial heart made partly with sili­ 
cone served to keep a patient alive 
for 58 hours until a transplanted 
heart became available. 
Throughout the nation, plastic 
surgeons, confronted with difficult 
reconstruction problems, are turning

more and more to the versatile sub­ 
stance in salvaging lives and enabling 
injured or diseased people to func­ 
tion as normally as possible. Medical 
authorities hail it as one of the great 
advances of the past decade. 
“The silicones are probably our 
most useful plastic material today,” 
says Dr. Dicran Goulian, acting di­ 
rector of plastic surgery at Cornell 
University-New York Hospital. “They 
represent a relatively new form of 
surgery, 
correcting 
defects 
that 
could not be improved upon before 
except by complicated procedures.” 


% Just what is this exciting wonder? 
The silicones -are a large family of 
chemically related materials starting 
with sand and combined with car­ 
bon atoms. They can take many 
forms, but for surgery, they are usu­ 
ally a resilient material resembling 
ordinary rubber, at first sight. In 
the operating room, it may also ap­ 
pear as a sponge, adhesive, gel, or 
liquid. While many are ready-made 
in prefab parts, others can be sculp­ 
tured at the operating table to any 
desired shape. 
Many silicone compounds are used 
in industry for such purposes as fur­ 
niture polish and electrical insula­ 
tion. Only a medical grade is used 
for human needs. 
Medical-grade silicone rubber is 
unique in that it is chemically inert 
and doesn’t react with or become part 
of living body tissues. Implanted 
(embedded in the body), the silicone

stays resilient. Once the material is 
buried, the body ignores it. 
Since there’s no way the body can 
absorb silicone, and it can’t deteri­ 
orate, implants could last forever. 
That is, the buried substance need 
never be replaced—unless poor surg­ 
ical technique or something such as 
an auto accident causes the silicone 
to come out through the skin, 
which happens occasionally.

In the past,” observes Dr. Gouli­ 
an, “we were handicapped by the risk 
of crippling the patient in another 
part of the body or deforming him to 
reconstruct an area where a lot of 
tissue had been lost. Before, when 
we borrowed tissue from the patient’s 
body, some or all of it almost always 
was absorbed and disappeared. We 
never knew beforehand exactly how 
much would disappear. There was no 
way to deal with the problem. Now, 
with the inert silicones retained in 
the body, we can be reasonably sure 
of a persistent correction.” 
Awareness of the medical values 
of silicones was slow in coming. Back 
in the 1890s, a British scientist first 
began to look into compounds made 
from silica. But all he thought he 
had developed were “unattractive 
glues.” In the early ’30s‘, Dr. Frank­ 
lin Hyde, an American organic chem­ 
ist for a glass company, seeking a 
new plastic, ran across the British 
work on “unattractive glues” and rec­ 
ognized their potential worth. 
When the Dow Corning Corpora­ 
tion of Midland, Mich., later devel­ 
oped the industrial silicones, medical 
men became interested. If the sili­ 


cones were so inert, they asked, 
couldn’t they be good for surgical 
procedures? And so, about 10 years 
ago, Dow Corning set up a Center 
for Aid to Medical Research. Since 
then, year after year, a constantly 
increasing number of items made 
from pure medical-grade silicones 
have been invented by individual 
plastic surgeons as well as by the 
company’s researchers. 
You could benefit from their con­ 
tinuing discoveries in any number of 
ways if a critical situation arose. 
Consider, for example, your eyes. 
Thousands of people are being 
saved from blindness when silicones 
are used for detached retinas. In 
this serious condition, the retina 
falls loose, away from the back of the 
eye. Ophthalmic surgeons push the 
outside of the eye in against the ret­ 
ina, make a slit to force the fluid out 
from behind the detached retina, 
then close up the slit. Silicon serves 
as the snug spongy strap around the 
outside of the eye, remaining there 
without interfering with vision. 


In hands badly crippled by arthri­ 
tis or injuries, silicone rubber joint 
implants are dramatically eflfective. 
The deformed arthritic knuckle is re­ 
moved, a tunnel is dug into the two 
remaining bones and a silicone joint 
placed in position where the human 
joint used to be. Healthy tissue then 
forms around the implant to strength­ 
en the joint. Even hard-to-repair 
smashed wrists have responded. 
In many cases, an operation for a 
diseased part of the body leaves the 
patient with a serious deformity.

the reddish cliffs o f New Mex ico , the 
bright-white glaciers o f the No rth­ 
west. In the Canadian Ro ckies. Or in 
Co lo rado , which has mo re than 1,000 
peaks o v er two miles high. 
Mo untain climbing is an “ in” spo rt 
these day s. Yo u can say a lo t fo r it. 
Yo u’re no t o nly testing y o ur lungs, 
y o ur heart, y o ur muscle up there; 
y o u’re also challenging y o ur mind. 
Are y o u up to the dangers o f the 
heights?

Climb a Mo untain 
All is q u ie t.. .th e a ir is sweet.. .th e vie ws 
spectacular... the senses sharpened 
and Leav e Yo ur Cares Behind

ing; the nex t, the fo rmidable range 
o f sto ne flashes into the sunlight. 
Spend the day in the Teto ns, and 
y o u’ll marv el at the rich co lo rs o f the 
ro cks and pastures and fo rests in the 
ev ening. Yo u turn to the girl beside 
y o u. “ Ah, lo o k at 
tha tV* 
So lo climbing is insanity , and re­ 
serv ed fo r a few rare hermits. Fo r 
the av erage so ul, lo ne ro ckmanship is 
an impo ssibility : ro pes must be 
manned by sev eral peo ple. Safety 
co mes in numbers o f two o r mo re. 
On a sno w-co v ered glacier, y o u need 
at least three o n a ro pe. 


^ ^ u can o v erdo it, o f co urse. A 
crazy sto ry still makes the ro unds 
in the Cascades: Seems that o ne 
summer a who le pro cessio n o f 17 
ro ped-to gether climbers plo dded up 
the no t-to o -difficult face o f o ne gla­ 
cier. The mishap happened near the 
summit. One fello w slipped, and do wn 
came all 16 o thers. Into a crev asse. 
All o n to p o f each o ther, crampo ns 
and all. Miraculo usly no bo dy go t 
killed, altho ugh the who le mad-hatter 
crew required stitches. 
Acquaintances co me easy o n the 
slo pes, and the lamp o f ro mance may 
glo w ev en fo r no v ices. A Califo rnia 
mo untaineering o rganizatio n, fo r ex ­ 
ample, recently set up an o uting fo r 
any and all Lo s Angeleno s. “ Meet 
near the Lo ng Beach lifeguard ho use 
at 7 :3 0 PM,” read the instructio ns. 
“ We’ll first hike alo ng the beach in 
the mo o nlight.” 
Ho w do y o u get started in mo un­ 
taineering? First o f all, lo o k up the 
address o f the nearest mo untain 
club, and get a mo untain guidebo o k. 
(The standard 
manual 
is 
“ The 
Mo untaineering 
Handbo o k,” 
pub­ 
lished by Lippinco tt.) Whether y o u 
jo in an o rganized gro up o r go with 
friends, y o u’re likely tP begin with a 
hike. Stick to the trails at first, then 
try so me ramplike ro cks that y o u 
can walk up. Watch o thers as they 
scale mo re difficult terrain such as 
granite walls, “ chimney s,” and o v er­ 
hanging bo ulders. 
Yo u can see climbing ex hibitio ns 
in mo st mo untaino us states. Outside 
Co lo rado Springs, fo r instance, there 
are daily summer demo nstratio ns by 
Army mo untaineers. 
If this whets y o ur appetite, y o u 
may be all set fo r climbing lesso ns in 


a Natio nal Park o r to jo in o ne o f the 
mo untaineering scho o ls that are part 
o f many mo untain clubs. (So me uni­ 
v ersities also hav e special summer 
and fall pro grams.) 
Here they ’ll 
teach y o u all abo ut balance, hand­ 
ho lds, fo o tho lds, and ho w to get do wn 
again. Yo u’ll so o n get y o ur bearings 
o n a ro ck face and learn ho w to lean 
o ut. Befo re y o u kno w it, y o u’ll be 
familiar with ro pes and kno ts, and 
after awhile, with pito ns 
(steel 
spikes), which y o u driv e into cracks 
fo r fo o tho lds. 
Actually , ro ck climbing isn’t to o 
hard. Any mo derately athletic per­ 
so n can learn basic techniques in a 
co uple o f day s. (“ It’s the so ul that 
co unts, no t the bo dy ,” say s o ne 
guide.) Being in co nditio n helps, o f 
co urse. On the cliffs, the two majo r 
maneuv ers are: the b ela y, a stance 
allo wing y o u to pro tect o ther climb­ 
ers—by means o f a ro pe. And th c 
ra p p el. 
It permits y o u to get do wn 
any steep wall. Only the first step 
o v er the v o id takes co urage; the rest 
o f the do wnward jo urney is easy , 
in the co mpany o f pro s. Dangers? 
One scho o l has put so me ll,00b per­ 
so ns thro ugh rappel co urses. No t a 
lo st life o r limb. 


C ) nee y o u’v e mo v ed fro m a climbing 
co urse into an o rganized gro up o f 
climbers, y o ur safety depends o n 
y o ur leader. If he is reckless, o v er­ 
co nfident, o r inex perienced, y o u’re in 
fo r tro uble. So it pay s to take a go o d 
lo o k at, and hav e a lo ng talk with, 
the chap in charge. He sho uld kno w 
all abo ut equipment, ro utes, weather, 
and rescue pro cedures. By and large, 
mo untaineering is no t as dangero us 
as it so unds. Fatalities are rare, and 
acco rding to the American Alpine 
Club figures, there’re less than 100 
majo r accidents per y ear. 
Yo u mo v e up and up, and the high­ 
er y o u go , the mo re my sterio us it 
beco mes. Yo u are reaching high 
peaks in the wilderness that make 
y o u think o f being o n ano ther planet. 
And the urge o f edging still higher 
may stem fro m the feeling that 
y o u’re perhaps the first perso n up 
here. Deep within y o u, there is a sus­ 
picio n that y o u hav e no right to be 
in this high regio n, that y o u’re an 
interlo per, that y o u’re in ano ther 
wo rld. 


Yo u are in the light up here— 
and y o u are free. Yo u’ll see no 
city streets in the high peaks. No 
cro wded department sto res. There 
is no no ise. Yo u hav e left all y o ur 
wo rries in the v alley . Yo u get no 
telegrams, hear no pho nes. Yo u 
fo rget financial wo rries. 
Co nsidering the great pleasure 
o f climbing, co st is minimal. True, 
y o u’ll hav e to driv e to the nearest 
starting po int. It co uld be a ho tel 
at the fo o t o f Mt. Washingto n o r 
Mt. Marcy , a mo tel in Estes Park, 
Co lo rado , a lo g cabin in Jackso n, 
Wy o ., o r a camping site in Yo - 
semite o r o ther elev ated ho liday 
spo ts. So me clubs arrange fo r car 
po o ls. Mo untaineering scho o ls will 
set y o u back abo ut $15 a day , and 
guides charge abo ut the same. 
Ho w do y o u dress fo r the Alpine 
escapade? It depends o n the alti­ 
tude. Knickers are po pular. Or 
wear a pair o f co mfo rta b le 
slacks. 
Mo untaineers are no t fashio n- 
co nscio us. Sho rts are o kay fo r a 
sho rt summer hike, but o n ro ck 
scrambles they can mean scraped 
legs. Bo o ts perfo rm better than 
tennis sho es. A waterpro o f parka 
(o r windbreaker) is essential be­ 
cause temperatures can dro p un­ 
ex pectedly . Warm so cks, warm un­ 
derwear, a flannel shirt, a spare 
sweater also help. 
The leader pro v ides the ro pe, 
which may be any where fro m 120 


to 15 0 feet lo ng, can stand 3 ,000- 
po und tensio n, and do es much bet­ 
ter than a clo thes line. Hardware? 
The man in charge has it. A flash­ 
light, sunglasses, suntan cream 
co me in handy .

Stuffed Purple Plum Kabobs 
12 fresh purple prune plums, rinsed, 
halved, and pitted 
1 pkg. (3 oz.) cream cheese, softened 
1 tablespoon milk 
3 tablespoons chopped salted pecans 
Melon chunks 
1 fresh Bartlett pear, cut in wedges 
1. Blend cream cheese, milk, and pecans. 
Sandwich together the plum halves using 
about 1 heaping tablespoon cheese mix­ 
ture per plum. 
2. Beginning and ending with the stuffed 
plums, alternate melon chunks and pear 
wedges on skewers. Serve as a cold-meat 
accompaniment.

Scandinavian-Style Pot Roasb 


4- to 5-lb. beef pot roast 
2 tablespoons butter or margarine 
1 cup beef bouillon (1 bouillon cube 
dissolved in 1 cup boiling water) 
y4 cup apple cider 
2 tablespoons molasses 
3 anchovy fillets, drained and mashed 
(reserve 1 tablespoon anchovy liquid) 
2 teaspoons salt 
i/j teaspoon seasoned pepper 
2 onions, sliced 
Yt teaspoon whole allspice 
i/4 teaspoon whole peppercorns 
2 bay leaves 
'/j cup water 
3 tablespoons flour 
1 cup cream 
1. Heat butter or margarine in a Dutch 
oven or heavy saucepot and brown roast 
on all aides. Add bouillon, cider, molas­ 
ses, and anchovies; sprinkle the meat 
with salt and seasoned pepper, cover 
with onions, and add allspice, pepper­ 
corns, and bay leaves. Cover tightly and 
simmer gently, basting occasionally until 
meat is tender, about 3Vk hrs. 
2. Remove meat to a hot platter and keep 
warm while preparing gravy. 
3. Strain the cooking liquid, pressing out 
as much of the liquid as possible; return 
to the Dutch oven. Bring to boiling; stir 
in a blend of the water and flour. Con­ 
tinue to boil, stirring constantly, 1 to 2 


min. Add cream gradually, stirring con­ 
stantly, and heat thoroughly. Stir in an­ 
chovy liquid. Serve in a gravy boat. 
4. Slice the pot roast and serve with the 
cream gravy. 
5. If desired, leftover slices may be over­ 
lapped in a shallow baking dish with re­ 
maining gravy spooned over all.

Roast Leg of Lamb, French Style 


5- to 6-lb. leg of lamb (do 
not remove fell)

1/4 teaspoon black pepper 
Garlic cloves, cut in slivers 
Melted butter or margarine 
1. Rub lamb with a mixture of the salt 
and pepper. Cut several small slits in 
surface of meat and insert a sliver of 
garlic in each. 
2. Place lamb, skin side down, on rack 
in a shallow roasting pan. Insert roast- 
meat thermometer in center of thickest 
part of meat. 
3. Roast, uncovered, at 325° F. about 2Vfe 
to 3 hrs., allowing 30 to 35 min. per 
pound.

Turn meat fat side up and insert a meat 
thermometer into the thickest part of roast, making sure 
tip does not rest on bone. (No rack is necessary under 
roast as ribs form a natural rack.) 
5. Set in a 325”F. to 350°F. oven and roast about 3 hrs., 
or until thermometer registers 170°F. Without a ther­ 
mometer, allow 30 to 35 min. per lb. Baste roast occa­ 
sionally, using remainder of the marinade. 
6. Remove thermometer and transfer roast to heated 
platter: keep roast warm. If desired, prepare gravy and 
serve with roast.

Gravy 


Spoon off the fat from drippings in roasting pan. Return 
2 to 3 tablespoons fat to pan and blend in about 3 table­ 
spoons flour, stirring to loosen brown residue. Slowly 
add about 3 cups water (or milk), stirring constantly 
until smooth.

But all good things have a way of 
changing for better or worse, and 
Cass and her partners started going 
their separate ways. Cass’ subsequent 
marriage to Jim Hendricks also 
broke up. The change, for Cass El­ 
liott, was evidently for the better 
because she started making solo ap­ 
pearances, had her own tv show, and 
a single recording, which zoomed to 
hit status. 
Cass, who’s now 28, lives in a 10- 
room home high up in Nichols Can­ 
yon in the Hollywood Hills with her 
three-year-old daughter, Owen Va­ 
nessa, 15 cats, and three dogs. Soon 
her sister and brother-in-law will 
move in with her and Cass is looking 
forward to having some company in 
the big house. 


AkS far as Cass is concerned, the 
future couldn’t be brighter. “I’m sure 
there’s a way of combining singing 
and acting,” she says. “Do you know 
what I’d like to do next? ‘Peter Pan.’ 
And I could do it, too! Boy, it would 
be a ‘Peter Pan’ like you never saw 
before!” 
But whatever Cass Elliott puts her 
mind to doing, one thing is for cer­ 
tain: she has that “unstoppable” 
quality which supports her during 
the harder times in life and keeps 
her bouncing along on the waves 
of success. ♦

Versatile Silicone 
This chemically produced substance is 
finding wide application in plastic surgery

This frequently happens with cancer. 
To carry on through life, complete 
reconstruction may be imperative. 
Some months ago, for instance, a 
42-year-old housewife was found to 
have a very large malignant ulcer of 
the nose. To get rid of the life- 
threatening lesion, most of the nose 
had to be amputated. How to re­ 
place it? 
In an initial operation, the surgeon 
made a skin graft to supply the 
needed soft tissue. Then, in another 
operation a few weeks later, the 
missing cartilage and bone frame­ 
work were made up with solid sili­ 
cone carved to the right shape. This 
has almost the consistency of human 
cartilage and is flexible enough to 
withstand tension. 
“The patient’s nose,” her surgeon 
reported, “turned out to be more at- 


tractive than the one she started 
with. Today she is back home lead­ 
ing her usual social life, delighted 
with her appearance.” 
Buried silicone sponges build out 
cheeks, chins, jaws, and “saddle- 
nose” deformities. Ears tom off in 
sports, in accidents, or destroyed by 
a burn, are replaced with a silicone 
prosthesis shaped like the ear carti­ 
lage. In skull fractures, after a neu­ 
rosurgeon has repaired underlying 
structures within the cranium, sili­ 
cone may be used to All out the exact 
shape of the head. 


^V ll implanted cardiac pacemakers, 
which keep the heart beating at the 
right rate, have their electrical con­ 
nections coated with medical-grade 
silicone to prevent short-circuiting, 
and silicone makes the seal where the 
wires enter the heart. 
Believe it or not, silicone penile 
implants have corrected impotence 
due to certain physiologic defects. At 
Butterworth Hospital in Grand Rap­ 
ids, Mich., even a urethra was rebuilt 
with a length of silicone rubber tube, 
and normal function was maintained 
even after three years. At New York 
Hospital, silicone has been recruited 
for psychological reasons for men 
who lost their testicles as the result 
of injury or disease. 
One of the most impressive life- 
saving applications of silicone was 
invented not by a doctor but by a 
Philadelphia tool-and-die technician, 
John Holter. His baby Charles was 
born a victim of hydrocephalus, 
known as water on the brain and 
marked by enlargement of the head. 
In this dread condition, fluid within 
the skull increases abnormally, swell­ 
ing the cranium and gradually crush­ 
ing the brain. Often, as the brain 
wastes away, the result has been 
mental retardation or death. 


I3esperately needed was a sure-flre 
way of draining off the fluid. At the 
time, all that surgeons could do was 
to make a hole in the skull and re­ 
duce the pressure. But then the hole 
had to be closed again. This was 
done for Charles, but in a short time 
the pressure built up again. As the 
pressure on the baby’s brain mount­ 
ed, his condition worsened. 
Why, asked Holter, couldn’t some­ 
one make a workable brain tube. 
A surgeon explained the difficult 
problem: there must be a tiny effi­ 
cient shunt valve attached to the 
tube from the cranium cavity to the 


neck’s jugular vein, then to the heart, 
where the excess fluid could be ab­ 
sorbed in the blood stream. The 
valve had to be sensitive enough to 
open when the pressure in the brain 
reached a certain point and tight 
enough to prevent any back flow 
from the jugular vein. 
With his baby’s life at stake, John 
Holter—who had always been inter­ 
ested in engineering—experimented 
feverishly in his company’s labora­ 
tory. Within a week, he came up 
with a model. But now doctors told 
him the valve had to withstand the 
high temperatures of sterilization. 
Contacting manufacturers, the de­ 
termined father heard about silicone. 
And with silicone, Holter finally de­ 
vised his valve. 
Baby Charles, barely alive in an 
oxygen tent, was operated on again 
as soon as he was able to take surg­ 
ery. The tube, with Holter’s valve, 
was inserted, and the fluid drained 
successfully. The 
Holter silicone 


valve and two other types have by 
now saved more than 300,000 chil­ 
dren all. over the world who were 
born with hydrocephalus. 
Besides such solid forms as the 
Holter device, silicones come in flu­ 
ids. Burn patients have been im­ 
mersed in liquid silicone baths to 
reduce pain, risk of infection, and 
wasting away. The fluid type is also 
effective as a protective skin spray 
for amputees’ limbs. 
The big question surrounding fluid 
silicone is its internal use to enlarge 
women’s breasts or to fill in wrin­ 
kles and other facial defects. Official- 


ly the liquid variety is still considered 
an “experimental drug” with only 
eight U.S. medical specialists legally 
permitted to conduct clinical investi­ 
gations with it, and even they are 
doing no breast injections. As an in­ 
jectable, it hasn’t been approved by 
the Federal Drug Administration. 
Nevertheless, 
certain 
unethical 
doctors have obtained industrial-type 
silicones—not the purified medical 
grade—and injected them for mam­ 
mary inflation. In many cases, this 
kind of silicone wandered in the 
body, producing undesired results.

On the other hand, silicone gel im­ 
plants, requiring a surgeon, are 
available in eight sizes (from “mini” 
to “large extra-flH”>, and these have 
proved safe and effective in cases 
of breast deformities. 
In the overview, it’s clear that the 
amazing silicones are performing vi­ 
tal roles in enhancing man’s livabili- 
ty. As knowledge of the material 
grows, greater strides toward suc­ 
cessful replacement of body parts 
are expected. With an artificial heart, 
substitute organs, and rejuvenated 
face, ultimately we may see the Sili­ 
cone Man among us. ♦
